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The Three-For-One Game 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Canada has been financed on the, basis of the three-for-one 
fame into a condition of national distress Instead of getting 
back onto a basis of honest financing it is gravely, even prayer- 
fully argued that what we should do is to create a Union Gov- 
ernment so as to keep the three-for-one game in force 


When a public body in Canada needs, or thinks it needs, some 
money there is no process whereby currency can be issued and 
paid back in instalments out of revenue. The promise of a Gov- 
ernment to pay a money note is just as good as the promise of 
that Government to pay a bond—and much less expensive because 


the bond carries interest and flotation and carrying charges 
involving the payment back of at least three dollars for each 
dollar borrowed 


Besides this, the issue of money notes sends the holder out 
into the market to find constructive investment for his money 
thereby timulating production, and construction, and earning 
power; whereas money in bonds is frozen up in strong boxes and 
safe deposits so as to be absolutely withdrawn from constructive 
use. The three-for-one bond game is really and truly the world's 
most outstanding example of financial idiocy 


Commencing at the top, in public borrowing, the three-for- 
one game spreads downwards through all planes of activity 


The Stevens Inquiry showed, to the horror and dismay of the 
eloquent political leader who brought it into action, that the 
grower of tobacco had to deliver three pounds of tobacco in 
order to get the price of one; that the cattle raiser and hog raiser 
had to deliver three animals in order to get the price of one; and 
that the worker had to work three days in order to get one day’ 
wages. Then we are told we must have a Union Government in 
order to prevent radical changes in our financial system and to 
prevent and resist inflation. 


Last but not least we come to the wheat market. As soon as 
the new crop is under harvest, there always come floods of selling 
orders on to the Exchanges; wheat prices go down. The farmer 
is under pressure to pay his debts and buy necessaries and must 
sell; the three-for-one game gets in its work until the farmer has 
sold out and then prices steady and assume normal relations to 
supply and demand. 


This situation became so acute that the Government was finally 
forced to intervene; but only to the extent of being able to assure 
the farmer he would have been worse off without the steadying 
of the market by the Government. Inasmuch as the farmer did 
not get enough to bring him out of trouble—the Government 
assistance is just a friendly gesture. 


Suppose there had been in a lunatic asylum a crazy man who 
was such an exact double of the Minister of Finance that nobody 
could tell which was which. Suppose also that this crazy 
came into the offices of the Minister of Finance—(during the 
absence of the real Minister)—and issued orders that the entire 
wheat supply be bought by the Crown immediately on the basis 
of dollar wheat, and actually had all the wheat bought and paid 
for at this price in money issued by the Government 


an 


We would be plunged into a condition of prosperity instantly 
by this crazy act of the crazy man. The money issued weuld not 
involve any interest charges. The Government could sell the 
wheat as and when prices normal in respect to value could be 
obtained; and any loss, should there be a loss, would most 
certainly be less than the interest charges on money raised by the 
sale of bonds. The farmers would have their buying power 
restored and the domestic commerce of the country would get 
into profitable progress on the basis of increased volume of money 
in circulation. 


It certainly looks as though we must all go crazy financially 
in order to get any sense with regard to human values so as to be 
able to distinguish between dollars and lives.
